- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict.further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Discussed the claims 5, 11, 17, and 20 objection caused by minor informalities, and the Applicants' representative 
would correct the minor informality at the next correspondence. Further, discussed claim 20 rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph, as containing the limitation "supplying the interruption signal to a microprocessor of the slave 
apparatus once the start of a new message has been acknowledged and recorded by the sending/receiving circuit 
when the interruption is supplied", which is causing a deadlock condition, and thus the scope of the claimed invention 
cannot be enabled in light of the original specification. The Examiner suggests that the Applicants amend the claim 20 
in order to overcome the above mentioned scope enablement problem. The Applicants' representative Mr. John F. 
Woodson agrees to amend the claims according to the Examiner's suggestion. The Examiner expects to receive the 
next correspondence from the Applicants, then will consider the amendment in view of prior art when the 
correspondence is submitted.
